came from a radio station 
at 
Hemsoe, n ear Hemoslan d. This 
station adv ised receipt Mon day 
aftern oon 
of a 
message in 
Fren ch that read: 
-Dirigible Italia, SOS, we hav e 
receiv ed in formation y ou are on 
Islan d Fran z Josephlan d.” 
The message 
in dicated the 
sen din g station had been in 
commu n ication with the Italia.

A Few Hold Out That 
Smith’s 
Strength is Being Overestimat­ 
ed and Voters will Desert Him

5—(U.R)— 
Gov. Alfred E. Sm ith will go in­ 
to the Houston convention 
ac­ 
credited with about 600 first bal­ 
lot votes, 134 less than the num ­ 
ber required for the nom ination. 
Only a few of the Democrats 
here believe he will fail to 
get 
the necessary tw o-thirds 
m a­ 
jority. 
These few claim his delegate 
strength has been greatly over­ 
estim ated. They say after 
the 
early balloting m any of his del­ 
egates will drift away to other 
candidates: T hat Sm ith’s 
bloc 
cannot w ithstand the blow of a 
failure to get the 
nom ination 
quickly and th a t his m anagers 
have been misled into believing 
he has a num ber of 
delegates 
who really will vote for someone 
else. 
A num ber of Democratic lead­ 
ers, who personally are opposed 
to Smith, are convinced, 
how­ 
ever, th a t he is to be nom inated, 
and see a possibility of getting 
back their state patronage, 
of 
having their political associates 
and friends 
appointed 
judges, 
district attorneys and postm as­ 
ters. They figure th a t the but­ 
tered side of their bread perhaps 
may be more 
distasteful 
but 
m ight be more healthful. 
They 
are therefore unwilling to p arti­ 
cipate in a 
vigorous 
contest 
which would be necessary to pre­ 
vent Sm ith’s nom ination. 
Only two groups are standing 
out against Smith, one led 
by 
friends of Senator Reed of Mis­ 
souri and the other 
connected 
with the Simmons-Heflin activi­ 
ties. Reed’s friends have become 
em bittered by developments dur­ 
ing the campaign. They refuse 
to concede Sm ith the nom ination 
and personally believe they have 
not been treated right in 
the 
campaign. They say they will go 
into the convention to cast their 
ballots for Reed to the end. 
The Simmons-Heflin 
group 
now has started working for the 
nom ination of Cordell Hull, re­ 
presentative from 
Tennessee. 
Their group is entirely distinct 
from Reed’s. Hull has lined up a 
native son delegation of 24 
in 
his home 
state 
and 
Senator 
Simmons hopes to give him a 
m ajority of the 24 North Caroli­ 
na delegates who are to be 
se­ 
lected June 12. 
There is a third group, built 
around the uninstructed delega­ 
tion in Texas, which the 
Sim ­ 
mons-Heflin group hopes to line 
up for Hull. 
Ree’s friends say his vote will 
go over 100 votes on the 
first 
ballot. He has 
Missouri’s 
in ­ 
structed 36 and about 30 known 
unobstructed delegates in, Illi­ 
nois, Pennsylvania, U tah 
and 
West Virginia. 
There are seven prom inent n a ­ 
tive son candidates in the race, 
Ritchie of M aryland, 
Pomerene 
of Ohio, Ayers of Kansas, Wool­

Hull. Sm ith is expected to get 
Ritchie’s 16 delegates any time 
he w ants them . His

CONVENTION I5ALLOTINGS 
The Republican national convention at K an­ 
sas City will be the nineteenth in the history of 
the party. 
Republicans can properly point with 
pride to the harm ony of their conventions, as at 
eleven of the eighteen tiius far held, the presi­ 
dential nomination has been awarded on 
the 
first ballot. 
In contrast to the Madison Square 
Democratic Kilkenny battle of 1924, when one- 
hundred three ballots were required, the Repub­ 
lican maximum record is thirty-six at the 1880 
convention when James A. Garfield of Ohio was 
nominated. 
The next most protracted Republi­ 
can balloting (if th at phrase can be used) was 
in 1920 when ten ballots were required to nom i­ 
nate W arren G. Harding. 


The first national convention of the Repub­ 
lican party 
assembled in 
Musical Fund 
Hall, 
Philadelphia, June 17, 1856. Five hundred and 
fifty-five delegates voted on the only ballot re­ 
quired for the nomination for President, Ex- 
Senator John C. Frem ont of California receiving 
350 to 196 cast for John McLean of Ohio. 
The 
custom so frequently followed of making a nom ­ 
ination ‘‘unanimous” after the roll-call, was ob­ 
served after 
Frem ont’s 
total 
vote had 
been 
announced. 


BARRING TIIE UNWORTHY 
We may not agree with all they do in the 
tight little island overseas, but now and then 
after an inspection of our own Congress, and the 
congressional misfits to be found in both cham ­ 
bers. one cannot escape harboring the thought 
th at the English scheme by which they at least 
make difficult the entrance of freak candidates 
into parliam ent could be adopted here. 


Every candidate for a parliam entary seat is 
obliged according to English law to post 
one 
hundred and fifty pounds deposit as a prelim in­ 
ary. 
If, at the election, he fails to obtain an 
eighth of the total vote polled, his one hundred 
fifty pounds 
are forfeited to the 
government. 
This has worked so well in the preservation of 
dignity and decorum in parliam entary contests, 
and has so weeded out the unlit, th at a bill has 
now been introduced into the house of commons 
which carries

into the 
municipal elections. 
It provides accordingly for 
a deposit of ten pounds, which is to be forfeited 
if an aspirant’s candidacy fails to register onc- 
eighth of the vote. 
The^e had been so many 
notorious instances of freak candidates at local 
elections, whose candidature has served merely 
to waste the money of the taxpayers and distract 
attention from serious issues, th at the passage of 
this bill extending this rule to municipal affairs 
is confidently anticipated.

CONVENTION BALLOTINGS 


The Republican national convention at Kan- 


sas City will be the nineteenth in the history of 
the party. Republicans can properly point with 
pride to the harmony of their conventions, as at 
eleven of the eighteen thus far held, the presi- 
dential nomination has been awarded on the, 
first ballot. In contrast, to the Madison Square 
Democratic Kilkenny battle of 1924, when one- 
hundred three ballots were required, the Repub- 
lican maximum record is thirty-six at the 1880 
convention when James A. Garfield of Ohio w?.s 
nominated. The next most protracted Republi- 
can balloting (if that phrase can be used) was 
in 1920 when ten ballots were required to nomi- 
nate Warren G. Harding. 


The first national convention of the Repub- 


lican party assembled in Musical Fund Pal!, 
Philadelphia, June 17, 1856. Five hundred and 
fifty-five delegates voted on the only ballot re- 
quired for the nomination for President, Ex- 
Senator John C. Fremont of California receiving 
350 to 196 cast for John McLean of Ohio. 
The 


custom so frequently followed of making a nom- 
ination "unanimous" after the roll-call, was ob- 
served after Fremont's 
total vote had 
been 


announced. 


BARKING THE UNWORTHY 


We may not agree with all they do in the 


tight little island overseas, but now and then 
after an inspection of our own Congress, and the 
congressional misfits to be found in both cham- 
bers, one cannot escape harboring the thought 
that the English scheme by which they at least 
make difficult the entrance of freak candidates 
into parliament could be adopted here. 


Every candidate for a parliamentary scat is 


obliged according to English law to post 
one 


hundred and fifty pounds deposit as a prelimin- 
ary. 
If, at the election, he fails to obtain an 


eighth of the total vote polled, his one hundred 
fifty pounds are forfeited to the government. 
This has worked so well in the preservation of 
dignity and decorum in parliamentary contests, 
and nasiScrweeaed"6Ut' the unlit, tnat a bill has 
now been introduced into the house of commons 
whicii carries 
the same 
principle 
into the 


municipal elections. It provides accordingly for 
a deposit of ten pounds, which is to be forfeited 
if an aspirant's candidacy fails to register one- 
eighth of the vote. 
There had been so many 


notorious instances of freak candidates at local 
elections, whose candidature has served merely 
to waste the money of the taxpayers and distract 
attention from serious issues, that the passage of 
this bill extending tiiis rule to municipal affairs 
is confidently anticipated. 


WE EXERCISE OUK BRAINS MORE 


The London Times is doubtful whether 


Britisli prosperity can be secured on the Ameri- 
can plan of high wages, mass production and in- 
creased consumption, as urged by British in- 
vestigators who studied American conditions. 
It seems to feel that America has special ad- 


vantages of resources and individual initiative 
which are not common to Great Britain. 


Probably,' with unconscious British con- 


servatism, it reacts against the thought of the 
complete turnover that might have to be made 
in British ideas, in order to adopt American 
customs. 
In this country, the old doctrine of class 


conflict is rapidly being replaced by the idea of 
cooperation in industry. Our greatest industrial 
organizations, public utilities .and'railroads have 
broken up their stock ownership and sold their 
securities to millions of employes, customers and 
capitalists. 
The American Federation of Labor 


has formally subscribed to the view that higher 
wages can come only 
out of increased pro- 


duction. 


There is nothing in the American labor or 


capitalistic system which cannot be adopted by 
Great Britain, its workmen and capitalists, if 
they desire to do so. 


It is not so much the utilization of natural 


advantages, as it is the exercise of common horse 
sense coupled with unhampered private initia- 
tive, that has built the United States into the 
nation it is today. 
It is well for other nations 


to realize that America has no corner on brain 
power, although 
the average 
citizen in this 


country may give his brains more exercise than 
the average citizen of other lands, because he 
'has been encouraged to do so, and his ambition 
has not been crushed by paternalism, as in many 
other lands.

PINEAPPLE IS A POPULAR FRUIT. 


IN OTHER COUNTRIES THAN HAWAII 


The travels of plants form ro- 


mantic items in the history of 
food. Often plants originating in 
one section of the country are 
transferred by weather 
condi- 


tions, changing of the climate, 
and sometimes are artificially 
transferred by man. An instance 
in the latter case is the pineap- 
pel, a fruit which has gone both 
east and west in its journeys.

found that English horticultur- 
ists had produced a variety call- 
ed the Smooth Cayenne which 
lar surpassed any other. 


This variety they imported to 


Hawaii, thus causing -the pine- 
apple to travel west. And from 
that time on, the South Ameri- 
can food with its English modi- 
fications has been the chosen 
fruit of the Hawaiian Islands.

verv popular in the United Sta- 
tes "and it is used extensively for 
summer purposes, as it is unusu- 
ally refreshing.

summer drink can be made by 
mixing two cups of syrup from 
crushed pineapple, two cups ice 
water and two cups grape juice. 
In each glass put a teaspoon of 
the crushed pineapple, and, if 
available, a sprig of mint. Serve 
with crushed ice.
